Walters Advises the Miners to Sur- 
irender 
and Oeeiare 
the 
Strike Off. 


W e i r C i t y , K a n ., Aug. 3 0 — T h e 


long-drawn out strike of the 
K a n ­ 


sas coal miners seem i about at an 


end. 
A mass meeting of the miners 
was held here last n ig h t on the old 
fair grounds. 
T h e men were a d ­ 
dressed by President Walters, 
who 
advised them to attend the co n v en ­ 
tion 
to be held in Pittsburg today 
and 
there 
declare 
the strike off, 
with 
the understanding 
that 
the 
miners of each shaft send a com m it­ 
tee to their own com pany, 
make 
the best terms they can and go to 
work at once. 
H e stated that the 
depressed financial condition of the 
country left no other course open. 
This practically means complete 
and unconditional surrender, as not 
a single com p an y will recognize the 
union or any pit committee, 
and 
the men will obtain no better terms 
than were offered by the com panies 
two months ago. 
N ow the strike 
will be over officially, as it has been 
in reality for nearly a month. 
T h e 
men are glad of it, as many of them 
have seen this result was inevitable 
almost from the start.

Chance fo r Eam e and Eortune fo r

To the Editor of the D e m o c r a t : 
The time for harvesting the very 
fine co rn crop in Pettis county is 
near at hand, at least that part of it 
which is to be cut for fodder, 
and 
when a field of corn is ripe enough 
to cut, it requires that it be done in 
a v ery few days’ time, that the fo d ­ 
der may not lose its value as feed 
by g etting 
top ripe. 
The harvesting of corn by 
ma­ 
chinery has not as yet been done so 
successfully as has the harvesting 
o i the small grains. 
American in­ 
v enters o f farm machinery have not 
been able to get out a machine that 
wo uld do this very heavy farm work 
satisfacto rily to the farmer. 
It is 
true some simple device drawn by 
o ne horse, has been used by a few 
farmers, 
but 
if 
the 
improve­ 
ment 
was 
made 
each 
year 
that has been done with self-bind­ 
ing wheat harvesters, in a short 
time they would be more generally 
used by farmers, as the uncertainty 
o f hiring men to do the work makes 
the cutting of large fields expensive 
and requires too much time. 
With 
a g o o d 
machine drawn by two or 
three horses the 
great 
corn crop 
Wo uld be more valuable for feeding 
sto ck through the winter. 
Very few 
farmers 
thought 
25 
y ears ag o 
that the scythe and cra­ 
dle wo uld be laid aside almost 
en­ 
tirely in so few years, 
but such is 
the case. 
Step by step the reaper, 
then the machine to bind the grain 
and carry the bundles together has 
taken the place of the hand machine. 
What a great manufacturing in­ 
dustry these inventions have created 
in America and given employment 
to 
tho usands 
of 
men 
every 
y ear, besides rendering the saving of 
larg e fields o f small grain a very 
lig ht labo r fo r men and requiring 
but.little time. 
To -day , the horses and mules, so 
plentiful o n most 
farms, remain 
perhaps idle, while the farmer, his 
bo y s and hired men do this very 
heav y work in the same old way, 
w^h co rn knives, wearing out their 
clllhes and necks, while the corn 
frequently gets almost worthless be­ 
fo re they can get all of the field cut 
and put into shocks. 
No w, it seems that if thought and 
inv Ativ e genius were directed to­ 
ward the improvement of this kind 
o f labo r-sav ing 
machine for cutting 
and carry ing corn each year, in a 
sho rt time, a machine would be d o ­ 
ing this work upon a majority of 
American farms.
